THE TOPIC OF THE DAY. 

Kvery new i'oatiiro in llio iiiovoments of 
tliu foiT(,'.s (if the Uiiitoil .Stutos, in vcliition 
to thu oi.'C'iiiiati()u of .San .Jiiati, iiuilL'iUo.s a 
r'.isposition to fortify, cjloiiizo, ami runilcr 
it as much a port and jiarool of tho United 
States, OS San f ranoisoo. The lurgo force 
now directed thither gives a flat clcuial to 
the assumptioti, that a frontier post as a 
defence against tho incursions of tlic nortli- 
ern Indians, was tho solo olijcnt. W'u takn 
the present movement to he a dtH'() hiiil 
Hclienie — eoncoiitod since the return of Mr. 
Nu^:eiit, tlic Anun-ican Agent, to Wasliinj^ton 
— in uriler to secure, if possible, a eession of 
tlie island, We are led to this conclusion hy 
occasional notices since, that period, in the 
eMlern press, thivt a difficijity was antici- 
pated, in regard to tho boundary. But it 
is difficult to see what the United States can 
pain by a military oeenpation, e.^ccept a 
niean.s to enlist public leelins; in favor of 
llic movement, in order to present a hostile 1 
front thron^liout tlio country to (Jrcat )<ri- 
tain. It may, perhaps, have the effect of 
bringing the boundary question to a speedy 
Bettlement. - Indirectly it will benefit us, 
by bringing these colonies more promi- 
nently before the ihipeHal Government. 
It is impossible, however, to suppose tiiat 
Great IJritain can for one moment consent 
to fix. tietlnitely the boundary lino, ■\viiiist ' 
tiic island is occupied and fortitied by 
American troops. Tlie lirst condition, 
wiiicli she will di.'mand, and the only one 
to which she cm, with honor, ci.msent as a| 
basis for ro-opening negotiations, for a de- 1 
finite adjustment of tho boundary, is the | 
withdrawal of tho troops fyom the island. | 
Hence we hold that the military occ upution 
of San Juan, .will have as dishonorable a 
termination as it has bad a commencement. 

Latest froji theK->hth, — By the arrival 
of the Nanairao Packet from Fort Simpson, 
letters have reached here from Capt. Tor- 
rena, Ilis party reached Fort Simpson, 
July 22d after a safe and pleasant voyafir 
of 20 days, A party of four or five who 
had readied tliero before him, had been up 
Kass river prosijoetinj^, hut without results 
owinj; to the river lieiuj^ too iiigli.
